Obregon issued a manifesto to the 
nation tonight calling upon all citi­ 
zens to unite against General Villa 
whom he denominated as “.a t r a i t­ 
or and criminal whose whole purpose 
is to sacrifice the country on the 
altar of personal ambition. ’ 


W ashington,

Villa's m a rc h on Mexico C r y con­ 
t in u e s unobstructed, according to of­ 
ficial te leg ram s today from A m eri­ 
can c o nsular agents accom panyin g 
him. T w 0 th o u sa n d C a rra n z a troops 
changed their allegiance to Villa at 
Leon, the dispatches say au d g a rri­ 
sons all along the line 
a re Incor­ 
p o ra ti n g themselves in

T h a t Villa will reach Mexico City 
without difficulty is the opinion of 
t h e American agents who say b ’s
